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Queft. 1. V Hether tis poffible for any 
perfon to die of Conceit ? 

Anfw. Fancy is very {trong in fome per- 
fons, efpecially, fuch as are of a Melancholy 
Difpofition ; the Relation of the Doétor in 
the Reign of K.Jamesthe Firff, who under- 
cook either to Kill or Cure by Fancy, is no 
foreign Anfwer to the Queftion: The Do- 
Gor begg’d fome condemned Perfons to 
make the tryal, and choofing one amongit 
the reft, whofe Conftitution he thought might 
be moft proper to work upon, he preferv’d 
him till the laft, fetting the reft, one after a- 
nother, up to the Chin in warm Water, af- 
terwards breath’da Vein, and Jet them bleed 
to death; ufingto thofe that ftood by fuch 
Remarks as, ow [uch and [uch Veins are ex- 
haufted, now fo fo, till they expir'ds; and 
coming to the laft perfon, he was accordingly 
ftript, and placed like the reft, when the Do- 
ctor made a falfe Orifice that would not bleed, 
fing the fame Remarks of him, ro the By- 
tanders, as he did of the refts and when 
he was going to make the /aft Remark he 
made for the refit, che Perfon Swounec away 
and dyed without lofs of Blood, purely by 
Fancy. hg 

Quett. 2. Are uncafie, painful, and unreafo- 
nable theugats which tceffantly fiart up in the 
Mind at Devotion, Bufiuef{s, or Divertifement , 
the natural effects of a Melancholy Habit or Con- 
fritution, or the Suggestions of the Wicked Spirit, 
or what elfe— And if fo, how fhall a perfon 
that hath a long time lain under this fad and 
heavy preffure, be reftored to a Sedatene/{s and 
Vivacity of thoughts, toa clear Fudgment, and 
an undift url d Imagination? 

Anfw. We are ftrangers to the Querift’s 
Life and <étions, and therefore cannot be 
pofitive in the Caufe of fuch an unhappinefs, 
but lec the Caufe be what ic will, there’s a 
certain Remedy, a particular Repentance of 
what he knows he is guilty of, and a general 
one for his forgot Impieties. No Counfel, 
Advife, Enjoyment, or Preferment what- 
ever, inthis World, are comparable to the 
Pleafures refulting from Penitence anda Holy 
Life, this calms and makes all eafie ; lec the di- 
flurbance proceed from what Caufe foever, 
‘tis Jafting and not to be pall’d when the plea- 
fares of Senfe ave quickly over, and: leave a 
diffarisfaétion behind ‘em. 

Quett. 3. What ave we to think of the Man- 
drake, whether Fiétitious? Or if real, whether 
the ordinary Virtues afcribed toit, are to be cre- 
dited > 

Anfw. To the former part of the Quefti- 
on, about Fiftition/ne/s, we anfwer, That 
there have been counterfeited ones, and may 
be yet. 4” Italian Afountebank (as Mathio- 
dus relates) made of ’em out of the Root of 
Peony, or of a great Reed in the fbape of a 


Man, and fticking Millet or Flax Seed where 
Hair fhould grow, bury’d rhe fame for twen- 
ty days, atthe end whereof, fine {mall threds 
appear’d in thofe places and a Skin’ over all 
the reft, which reprefented and paffed for 
true Mandrake: But that there are real ones, 
we our felves are certain, having feen and 
examined ‘em with great Curiofity— The 
word probably may be derived from AZan- 
dragen the German Apellation, Man fignify- 
ing in that language the fame with ours, and 
Dragen is to bear or carry, or fomething that 
refembles the Hamane Nature. . Pythagoras 
calls it,an Anthropomorphite-plant where he en- 
deavours to prove his Metempfychofis, becaufe 
tis related, that they have been fometimes 
found where dead People have been Gibbeted; 
but we may let Pythagoras alone in Ravings, 
who taught the fame of Beans, and had them 
in fuch Reverence, that he fuffered himfelf 
to be killed ina Field of Beans rather than 
run the hazard of trampling upon fome of his 
Friends, whofe Soul might be got into fuch and 
{uch a Bean, not but at the {ame time. we al- 
low, that the Juice of Humane Bodies may 
be productive of fome particular Weeds, &c. 
finceof the Urine of a Dog is produced the 
Herb: Orrach, and as fome fay, the Seed of 
Stags produces the Mufherooms, called Boleté 
Cervini. There are feveral kinds of Mdandr akes, 
one is called Mandragoras, or the white Man- 
drake, which is productive of Sleep; the other, 
Mandragoras Niger, the Female ; thefe two 
have Leaves broad and long as a Lettuce,fome- 
thing fhining, and bear Apples about as big, 
as a Lemmon; ’tis probable Leah bired Rache] 
with one of thefe to fleep with Jacob. The third 
fort is called Morion, or Mandrake of Theo- 
phraftw, higher Stalk, leffer Leaves, and 
with a Fruit not bigger thana Lemmon.T hey 
are all Somniferous according to Galen, Ge. 
Naturalifts. Colwmella {peaking of the Soil 
where they grow, fays, 

Quamvis femibominis vefano gramine fata 

Mandragora pariat flores 
There’s many vain idle Stories reported of 
‘em, as when they are taken out of the 
Ground, they emit,fach a skreech, that the 
Dog which finds *em out dies immediatély : O- 
thers fay, that the Root cannot be found ex- 
cept a little before the rifing of the Pleiades, 
which is about the beginning of September ; 
others, that by the help of them, Thieves 
may fafely {teal Goods out of Houfes, or. 
Children from their Mothers Breaft, thofe 
that behold them being unable to defend, 
themfelves, becaufe that Plant ftupifies their ” 
Hand: Some, that ’tisapply’d wich gréarEf- 
fe& in Philtres and amorous Potions: Read 
Henry Bouquet, and Levinus Lémnias, the on- 
ly certain Vertue that they have, is Opia- 
ti{m, and that they provoke Sleep. :

oar net "a Hill Vatican are, a- 
mong(t other Buildings, five Halls, two 
Chappels, and a Gallery feventy foor long : 
the Gallery is appointed for Conference. one 
Chappel for the Mats and for the Election,the 
other with the Halls are for the Cardinals 
Lodgings: every Hall hath two rows of 
Chambers, which are purpofely for the time, 
made of green or Violet Cloth. Jo each 
Cardinal is allowed four Servants to s1€ in 
his Chamber. They that are once within 
are compelled, unlefs they be fick, {till to 
continue there ; and fuch as are Once out, are 
no more permitted to go in, leit by chat 
means the Cardinals thould maintain Incellt- 
gence with any foreign Princes. To this 
Conclave (for by this name the place of the 
Eleétion is called) is but one-door, to which 
belongerh four Locks and as many Keys: 
one Key is in the keeping of the Caruinals, 
one of the City-Bithops, one of the Xoman 
Nobility, and one of the Mafter of the Ce- 
remonies. There is in this Door a Wicket 
or Hatch, which is opened only at Dinners 
and Suppers, whereof the Mafter of the Ce- 
remonies keepeth the Key. At this Hole the 
Cardinals Servants receive their Meat, every 
Dith being rft ciligenrly fearched, left any 
Letters thould be conveyed in them. As for 
the Lodgings, they have neither holes nor 
windows to give light, fo that there they 
make day of Waxcandles. And left the 
Pope fhould be made by force, both rhe Ci- 
ty and Conclave are (trongly guarded. When 
the Cardinals are going to lection, the Pri- 
viledges of the Carcinals are recited, which 
every one {weareth to obferve, in cafe he be 
chofen Pope. Then the Mafter of the Cere- 
monies ringing a Bell, calleth them to 
Mais : which ended, there is brought to e- 
very Cardinal a Chair, and therein a Scroll 
of all the Cardinals names. Before the Al- 
tar ic felf is fet a Table covered with a Pur- 
ple Cloth whereupoa is fet a Chalice and a 
Silver Bel], and about it fix Stools, on which 
fit two Cardinal-Bithops, two Cardinal- 
Priefis, and two Cardinal-Deacons. Every 
Cardinal writeth his Voice in a piece of Pa- 
per, goeth to the Altar, prayeth God to 
guide him in theEleGtion, putteth his Voice 
into the Chalice, and departeth to his Sear. 
The firft Bifhop taketh out all the Papers, 
end delivereth them co the firft Deacon, 
who unfoldeth each of them, readeth (with- 
out mentioning the name of the Elector) 
the name of the Elected; and every ( ardinal 
in his particular Scroll noteth how many 
Voices every one hath. The Account being 


‘made, the firft Prieft having the like Scroll,. 


pronounceth who hath mott Voices: which 
done, the Prieft ringeth a Silver. Bell, a¢ 
which call the Matter of the -eremonies 
bringeth in a Pan of Coals, and burneth ail 
the lictle Papers, wherein the names of the 
Elected were written. He that hath the 
moft Voices (fo that his Voices exceed the 
proportion of two parts of three ) is ac- 
knowledgéd Pope, and adored by the reft of 
che Cardinals: but if chey, exceed not this 
number, they muft begin all anew. If in 
the {pace of thirty days the Election be noc 
fully ended, then mutt the Carcinais be kept 
from Fire, Lighe. and victuals tui they are 
fully agreed. The Wicket which we betore 
mentioned, is called the golden Wate, ac 
which itand an infinite number of poor peo- 
ple, on whom the new Pope having opened 
that Gate, beftoweth his fatherly Genedicti- 
on, and remitteth to them all their Sins. i hea 
ftriketh. he continually on the tame Door 
with.a golden Maller, which whilit he is do- 
ing. Workmen without break it open. The 
Chips, Stones, Daft, and Dirt, which fall 
froin the Gate, while it is opening, are ga- 
thered and preferved as choiceit Reliques, 
and the goiden Maller is ufually given co thae 
Cardinal who is in moft Grace with the new 
Pope, 

Quelt. 5. When a “an is Marrying, and 
fays, with this Ring I thee wed, why does he atfo 
fay; with my Body I thee worthip , ana 
with all my worldly Goods I thee endow, when 
as [oon as they are married, he becomes the 
Head, aud what was hers 1s bis, and not bis 
hers 2 

Anfw. Tis a miftake, his worldly Goods 
are as much hers after the Marriage, as her 
own were before Marriage, and ‘Us no more 
on his part, only Marriage makes this diffe- 
rence, whereas before they might each cif- 
pofe of their own without rendring any ac- 
count to each other, now in /ustice they 
are obliged to each other to difpofe, ec. by 
a joyne confent, for they being one, ches 
Wills ought tobe fo too, not but at the fame 
time they have power to affign over fuch 
{triétnefS,and to reft fatisfy’d with each others 
managements in all trifling concerns ; nay, 
the greate{t, when there’s reafon for’t; and as 
for becoming theHead it may very wel] agree 
with his Promife of Woribip. Worthip had 
anciently a larger fignification than it now 
commonly has, and figuified any high re(pe@ 
paid or due toGod or Man. Thus in the 
Hiltory of David, and the Peoples offering 
for the Temple, 1 Chron. 29. 20. after the 
Solemnity was over, ‘tis faid of the People— 
They worfhip the Lord and the King. To 
this day we ufe the Title of your Worthip 
and Right Worthipful ; and in a Sence not un- 
like, “tis taken in the Form of Matriwony, 
being equivalent to a Promife of great care 
and high Re/peé?, which the Bridegroom pro- 
miles his Bride, whom he is to regard and 
cherith as his own Flefh. , 
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
